; wm the advent of spring aid ‘housecteaning. comes the question of 
the treatment of floors. In the new houses this is, of course, le-s 

: perplexing ; for few indced are the houses built at present that have not 

floors sufficiently good to need no covering other than a few rugs. 

Pine, maple, birch or oak should be used for new floors. Of these 
woods, pine is the cheapest, and oak perhaps the niost expensive. The lat- 
ter is the be#t in appearance, though a floor of good pine, in the. narrow 
two- Peli. bon rds, is much more to be desired than a carpet, says a writer 
for the Modern Priscilla. Many prefer quartered oak because it takes a 


better polish, but if one be anxious to economize, the straight oak is a ‘and rol

Itistead, et a 
mixture of equal parts of linseed oil and turpentine with a little Japan: 
drier. Any dealer in paints will mix them for vou and will know better | 
than an amateur just the proper proportion of drier to use. Apply this | 
_ mixture. with a broad brush, taking care to have the floor wiped free from 
dust with a‘dry cloth. Let this dry over pight and the next day put on 
another coat. When the second coat is thoroughly dry, the floor is ready 
for polishing. Some persons like to use over this a wood filler which closes 
all the pores ofthe wood. The use of this insures a higher polish, but 
unleas very slippery floors are desired it is not necessary. 

The next process is the polishing. For this some good floor wax 
.. Should be used. Some housgkeepers prefer to make their own, using a mix- 

‘ture of beeswax and turpentine, but the prepared wax of one of the 
standard grades which your dealer will recommend “is just as good” as 
the home-made aml much less troublesome. This wax should be applied 
evenly over the floor with a woolen cloth and allowed to dry over night. 
Do not make the mistake of putting on too much wax, for if too liberal a 
~ supply be used the wax will not rub in well and dust will gather. If this 
should happen, the dust and wax may be rubbed off by means of a oo 
turpentine. When the first coat of wax has thoroughly dried, -apply - 
second. And when that has dried go over the floor with a weighted aie 
and a woolen cloth. Rub until vou have a-good polish, and always rub 
With the grain of the wood.

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GREAT BOOKS AND THE READER 


HAT “a great book read is an un- 

failing ally” is a statement which 
every one who has ever, read even one 
great book must applaud. It occurs at 
the end of an article in the Bellman, 
where the cowardice of those who shrink 
before the task of really reading through 
a great book is laid bare, and the world 
is invited to take up the task. We are 
assured that three hours a week—half 
an hour each week day-—-would at a 
moderate rate of reading get one through 
the whole of the “Iliad,” the “Odyssey” 
and “Paradise Lost” in four months, and 
another eight weeks would account for 
the “Divine Comedy” of Dante. 

It is interesting to note what works 
this writer half plaintively, half self- 
accusingly .admits that he never has 
really read. Some of them are books 
which some of us know well, but whica 
few of us know in their entirety. vet 
books which most of us have always 
intended to read some day—with the 
exception of Tolstoi’s “War and Peace,” 
which is not vet for all of us set among 
the‘accepted great classics. Besides those 
already named there are on the list, 
Macaulay’s “History of England,’ Lock- 
hart’s “Life of Scott,’ Carlyle’s “Fred- 
erick the Great” and Gibbon’s “Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire.” “Mans- 
field Park” is curiously enough included 
here, a small, unassuming volume which 
it would seem as if any one might mas- 
ter single handed, not fortified as this 
commentator says he has been by Scott's 
enthusiastic words about it. 

This group of books does very well as 
a test for most of us. Which of them 
have we really read through? Which of

Street Cars Run in Pairs 


eo 


Street cars are being run in pairs on 
some of the lines in Boston. They are 
connected by a sort of vestibule in which 
the conductor stands and sees that each 
passenger drops his fare into a box as he 
enters. These cars are designed to avoid 
the overhang at curves, which on the 
longest cars in use, especially in narrow 
streets, is often a cause of delay to cars 
that are passing on the next track. The 
new plan of the jointed car admits of 
easier and safer turning on curves, The 
vestibule floor is lower than that of the 
cars and a sloping platform reduces the 
three steps of the ordinary car to two, 
making the jointed ear easier to board 
than the ear which has all its steps 
directly from the street. The passengers 
leave the cars at the ends in times of 
heavy traffic, though ordinarily they may 
leave bv the center vestibule, which has 
a wide door with room for incoming and 
outgoing at the same time. 
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RITING to the church which he 
had established in the wealthy, 
luxurious city of Corinth, a 
church made up of several na- 
tionalities—Jews. Greeks, Ro- 
man freedmen-——Paul, in his 
second letter, minimizes the 
tribulations and afflictions of human life 
and encourages his followers with the 
assurance of their immortal glory.

Paul 
confidently says that we are “present 
with the Lord,’ when we are “absent 
from the body"; that is, our union or 
communion with God is consummated 
when we are free from physical limita- 
tions, when our consciousness trans- 
cends the plane of mortal existence with 
its temporal perplexities and trials, and 
realizes the truth of spiritual being. 
Mrs. Fddy sums up the question in a 
very few words in the Christian Science 
teat-book. “To be ‘present with the 
Lord,” she writes, “is to have, not 
mere emotional ecstasy or faith, but the 
actual demonstration and understanding 
of Life as revealed in Christian Science. 
To be ‘with the Lord’ is to be in obedi- 
ence to the law of God, to be absolutely 
governed by divine Love,-—by Spirit, not 
by matter” (Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures, p. 14). 

The “understanding of Life as re- 


vealed in Christian Science”! How may 
one Obtain this understanding? In Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 497) we find the 
first tenet of Christian Science to be, 
“As adherents of Truth, we take the in- 
spired Word of the Bible as our ‘Suffici- 
ent guide to eternal Life.’

Manitestiv 
these thoughts should not be allowed to 
cross the threshold of consciousness. As 
conflicting thoughts cannot occupy the 
mind at one and the same time, the 
steadfast contemplation of truth, justice, 
compassion, freedom, goodness, love,
